Ohe Mexico corporation is doing well.
The report of the Mexican Telegraph
Company, which owns the cable lines
from Galveston to Vera Crux and land
wires from that port to Mexico City,
showed a surplus after 10 per cent div-
idends of 2171.765. There are few com-
panies doing business In Mexico which
can show-- a profit of any kind, let alone
a surplus.

The Mexican Telegraph Company
has had a monopoly of telegraph busi-
ness since the Carrania revolution
started a year ago. The land wires
to Laredo, Eagle Pass, and El Paso
have been In the hands of rebels In
the north and of federals in the south.
neither accepting messages from the
omces or the otber.

The result has been that the Mexican
Telegraph Company has transmitted
all messages from federal controlled
country to the outside world. Press
messages have more than made up for
the falling oft In mercantile messages
and the United States government has
contributed no small share of the busi-
ness which has fairly choked the ca-
bles for days at a time.
